1. Hartvig made no mention of travelling to London, Re talked of visiting 
some of the Liens tstellen in the Cologne area. 

. 2 . tyartuig, emphasizing that it was unofficial, said that Dessau .is the 
choice for Washington. He has already discussed the. matter with him. fiartwig 
noted that many years ago UTnJT Y, had promised -Dessau that he would get a 
Washington assignment. [SaLrtvig observed that ve ail know Heinz is a difficult 
person, that he sticks his' nose where it does not belong, tries to impress 
people, etc., and he hoped that ;Heinz would not get into politics^ in Washington. 
(’okrtTwlg said that the real problem about the assignment is how [Heinz will conduct 
- ftinmir in the Embassy.' This worries JIEILIiy.. w Vhea I asked if I could discuss 
the Washington assignment with Dessau, Hartvig requested that I not. I expressed 
the thought that Dessau * s wife might be a little unhappy about going to Washington 
just when SybiUe is coming from Australia for two and a half years. 'Hartvig 
agreed but' said that this was Dessau * 6 last chance. I assumed that Gaby and 
•Daerbel would not go along. Hartvig confirmed this but said -that.it was possible 
the interpreter (Baerbei?) might be assigned to Washington as a secretary 
next year. He did. not want to indicate officially yet to J)essau but he intends 
to consider it. 

3. I. said .that obviously Heinz would be accepted if nominated, that I knew 
of no security reasons why he should not, etc. I said absolutely nothing about 
, Heinz being unacceptable or anything of the sort. I did note that obviously 
the Ideal candidate would be an up and coming Ausvertung officer of the* Sloehl 
. type who could spend a couple of years with our KtCHAP. Hartvig agreed whole- 
heartedly and.' said that there are no such people. For example, someone is al- 
ways saying that they need someone "like (Fleming" and Hartvig has to point out 
that there is only one Fleming. 

. 4. Hartvig said that QCuehne must get back about 1 June and that this is 

imperative. He will be more than a Chief of StAff in. the Auswertung. He will 
actually run it. Hartvig pointed out that ; Qfegenhai^t has really two shops - 
the Auswertung and the psych warfare section under ® os laf (I believe ttxis.la . 
the section formerly headed b^ ^ier^en,. Fleming's father, prior to his death.) 
Anyway the plan is that begenhardt. will sit back as the chief of both outfits 
but all the real work will be done by Kuehne and Goslar.
